NASSAU, Bahamas, Aug. 4 
(AP).—A Miami detective testified 
today that Alfred de Marigny in- 
sisted he was in bed at home 
about the time his multi-millionaire 
father-in-law, Sir Harry Oakes, was 
beaten and burned to death the 
night of July 7. | 

Capt. E. W. Meichen, head of the 
Miami homicide squad, told for the 
first time at a preliminary hearing 
for De Marigny, who is charged 
with murder, the son-in-law’s ac- 
count of his movements the night 
of the killing. 

Earlier in his testimony, Mel- 
chen had indicated the 68-year-old 
multi-millionaire baronet attempted 
to break loose after an assailant 
slugged him in his bedroom at his 
estate, Westbourne, and set fire 
to his clothing. 

Melchen quoted De Marigny as 
saying that he entered Westbourne 
for the first time in three years 
July 8 when he learned of Sir 
Harry’s death. Yesterday, Capt. 
James O. Barker of the Miami 
police testified that a fingerprint 
found on a screen in the bedroom 
was an impression of De Marigny’s 
little finger on his right hand, 

Melchen said De Marigny told 
of driving two friends to their 
homes, near Westbourne, after he 
had been host at a dinner party 
the night of July. 7. 

“He. said he returned home about 
1:45 a. m.- and went directly -to 
bed,” Mélchen rélated. De Marigny 
lived with a long-time friend, the 
Marquis Georges de  Visdelou 
Guimbeau. 

“De Marigny said the Marquis 
took a girl to her home about 2:45 
a: m, and returned shortly after 3. 
He said the Marquis came to his 
bedroom and talked with him. 

“He said he arose early and went 
directly to his chicken farm. 

“It was not until he returned to 
town about 11:30 a. m., De Marigny 
said, that he learned for the first 
time about Sir Harry’s death 
when he was told by J. H. Ander- 
son.” 

Melchen already had described 
the scene in the death room. 

“It appeared,” Melchen told Mag- 
istrate F, E. Field, “that Sir Harry 
first was set afire while he lay on 
the floor not far from his bed. 
Apparently he managed to get 
through the bedroom door into the 
hall. The indications are that he 
tried to go down the hall to the 
stairway. There were smudges on 
the hall wall where his body fell 
against it. There were burns and 
soot spots, too, on the stairs and 
the rail. 

“This indicates that he was afire 
before he .got into the hall.” 

Melchen said there were bloody 
towels in the bathroom adjoining 
Sir Harry’s bedroom. 

De Marigny smiled at acquaint- 
ances in the small courtroom as 
he made his fifth appearance be- 
fore Field. His 19-year-old wife, 
Nancy, Oakes’ eldest daughter, 
heard part of yesterday's testi- 
mony, but was enroute to New 
York by airplane today. 

When Capt. Barker testified 
yesterdaay that De Marigny’s 
fingerprint was on a “screen in 
Oakes’ bedroom, Defense Attorney 
Godfrey Higgs swiftly brought out 
that some prints were not obtained 
from the screen until a day after 
the. discovery. ‘ 

Barker explained that humidity

Istanbul Reports Suggest 
Withdrawals May Make 
Nazi Defense of Lower 
Balkans Impossible. 


ISTANBUL, Aug. 3 (Delayed) 
(AP).—Movement of Italian troops 
out of Greece toward Albania has 
reached the proportions of a gen- 
eral withdrawal, reports from the 
Balkans indicated today. 


Italians leaving Greece apparent- 
ly were being concentrated in Al- 
bania for evaeuation across the 
Adriatic to Italy. Other Italian 
units reported to be leaving Mon- 
tenegro were heading north in the 
direction of Trieste and Fiume. 

It was believed that no Italian 
troops remain in Greece south of 
Corinth. } 

One unconfirmed report said two 
Italian divisions withdrawing from 
Montenegro capitulated when at- 
tacked by Serbian guerrillas. They 
were freed and promised safe pas- 
sage when they agreed to leave all 
their arms, ammunition and mili- 
tary transport with the guerrillas, 
the report said, | 

May Hamper Defense.

AXIS PLANES,’ LOST 190 IN 
"A WEEKS OF SICILY DRIVE 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 4 (AP). 
HE Army, in a blow-by-blow

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
NORTH AFRICA, Aug. 4 (AP).— 
The island of Malta was disclosed 
today to have been Gen. Dwight 


D. Eisenhower's operational head- 
quarters for the “Allied attack on 
Sicily. 

The general and his staff went 

there four days before the sched- 
uled beginning of the offensive 
and he stayed in a palace built in 
1540 by the Knights of St. John. 
There he was a guest of Field 
Marshal Lord Gort, Governor Gen- 
eral. 
* These facts were disclosed todav 
as the Allied commander in chief 
paid special tribute to the island’s 
people, “the most bombed and 
shot on earth,” to Lord Gort and 
to the Malta air force. 

During Gen. Eisenhower's. stay 
here, offices were placed in lime- 
stone tunnels, grim reminders of 
the year in which the island was 
subjected to more than 2000 air 


raids, . 
Two Air Raids. 

There were two raids during 
that time, but one of the general’s 
aides said neither produced as much 
discomfort as sand flies capable 
of producing a fever of 104 de- 
grees.

NO PEACE TERMS 


OFFERED ITALY, 
EDEN DECLAR 


Briton Tells Commons 
Unconditional Surrend- 
er Still Is First Demand 
of Allies. 


LONDON, Aug. 4 (AP).—For- 
eign Secretary Anthony Eden in- 
formed the House of Commons 
today that the Allies had offered 
Italy no peace terms when asked 
how it happened that Gen. Dwight 
D. Eisenhower had spoken of 
“honorable conditions of peace” in 
his recent broadcast to the Italian 
people. 

Asserting that the Allies con- 
tinue to demand unconditional sur- 
render, Eden said: 

“I do not want to argue this 
matter now, but I can understand 
circumstances in which uncondi- 
tional surrender might not be dis- 
honorable to those who made it.” 

German broadcasts yesterday 
quoted a Geneva dispatch as say- 
ing that President Roosevelt had 
advanced a seven-point armistice 
proposal to Italy. 

Invasion May Be Necessary. 

Eden’s statement came amid in- 
dication of growing Italian resist- 
ance to unconditional surrender 
demands which strengthened the 
conviction that an all-out Allied 
invasion -of Italy—perhaps while 
the battle of Sicily is in full swing 
—was the only course left open 
to the Allies to knock it out of 
the war before Germany consoli- 
dated its position on the peninagila.

British Advance Several 
Miles—Fresh American

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
NORTH AFRICA, Aug. 4 (AP).—

WASHINGTON, Aug. 4 CAP).— 
The Federal Communications Com- 
mission today ordered an investi- 
gation into the recent closing of 
Postal Telegraph offices in connec- 
tion with the firm's proposed merg- 
er with Western Union. 

The action followed a complaint 
filed June 26 by the American 
Communications Association (CIO) 
that such closures were causing 
“discontinuances, reductions and 
impairment” of telegraph service. 

Commission records indicated 
that approximately 100 Postal of- 
fices had been closed, but the 
union representatives contended 
the number was higher.

MADRID, Aug. 4 (AP).—Premier 
Pietro Badoglio has slowly but 
firmly imposed on Italy a military 
dictatorship of.the toughest type 
and the prospects of an Italian 
surrender now are extremely dim, 
according to Italians who left 
Rome only last Sunday. 

While the ItaHan people in gen- 
eral are anxious for peace, these 
new arrivals in Spain declared, the 
peace movement lacks capable 
leadership and SBadoglio shows 
every sign of doing his best to keep 
itso. ° 

Peace demonstrations which fol- 
lowed the fall of Benito Mussolini's 
Fascist government enabled Ba- 
doglio and his military followers to 
ascertain the possible leaders, they 
said, and many of these were 
jailed, 

Army Leaders Pleased. 

The travelers painted this pic- 
ture of the situation in Italy at the 
time of their departure: 

Officers of the Italian army as 
a whole are pleased by the change- 
over from Mussolini to Badoglio 
and Italy has gained in efficiency 
as a war machine despite the loss 
in morale which may have been oc- 
casioned by several days of disor- 
ders in many places—notably Milan 
and the Bari area. 

These disorders were put down 
by force and while it is possible 
that the whole Italian fabric of 
resistance might crack if the Al- 
lies should quickly smash Axis 
forces in Sicily and spill over onto 
the mainland, the popular enthu- 
siasm for peace has cooled off 


under the stringent methods em- 
ployed by the new government. 

The Italian people have learned 
that Badogtio, unlike the Fascists, 
won't take them. to jail, beat them 
up or question them. Instead his 
troops are under gtrict orders to 
shoot at the first sign of demon- 
strations or trouble and ask ques 
tions later, 

Fighting Spirit Fanned. 

Part of the present calm in Italy 
under the military dictatorship is 
due to the failure of the Allies to 
clean up Sicily last week. Badog- 
lio’s press and German propaganda 
agents are making the most of 
continued resistance in Sicily to 
whip up Italian fighting spirit. 

The Germans have displayed con- 
siderable shrewdness in handling 
Italy since Mussolini’s downfall. 
While German troops were moved 
into Northern Italy, occupying 
Trieste and Fiume and positions 
as close as possible to Milan, they 
apparently were under strict in- 
structions to avoid trouble with 
Italian forces. While some clashes 
occurred, the Germans in each case 
withdrew and waited until the Ita)- 
ians cooled off, 

Spanish press dispatches from 
Berlin, meanwhile, reported the 
Italian situation still was a topic 
of great interest there, but said 
little information on developments 
was being made available to the 
German public, 

The inference was that either 
Berlin is in the dark as to Ba- 
doglio’s real intentions or at least 
it is not sure enough to tell the 
press and public about them.

Swiss reports that “quiet reigns 
now in the tewns of Northern 
Italy” where last week mass peace 
demonstrations were reported, were 
accepted as evidence that Badog- 
lio’s military repression of public 
opinion has been successful. 

The Government-inspired Italian 
press and radio continued to ridi- 
cule Allied surrender terms, at- 


tempting to convince the people 
that they would be no better off if 
they ceased fighting. The Rome 
radio said that even food would 
be taken from the Italians to main- 
tain Allied military operations from 
its soil, despite Gen, Eisenhower's 
explicit pledges to the contrary. 

Stefani news agency reported to 
day that R. Adm, Raffaele de Cour- 
ten and .Gen. Renato Sandalli, 
Navy and.

TREASURY GETS 


SBMILLONINTAX. 
CHECKUPS INVEAR 


Internal Revenue Unit Re- 
ports on Result of 
Thousand Investiga- 
tions, 95 Prosecutions. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 4 (AP).— 
The Treasury reported today it 
had rounded up an additional $56,- 
444,954 from tax cheaters, in the 
last year and in doing so had 
stopped the activity of “a profes- 
sional card sharp whose ‘take’ over 
a period of years approached six 
figures, a wealthy lottery czar, & 
racketeering tax adviser, and two 
purveyors of ‘blue sky’ mining 


stock.” 

Summarizing the annual report 
of W. H. Woolf, chief of the Inter- 
nal Revenue Bureau's intelligence 
unit, the Treasury said the expo- 
sure, .prosecution and conviction of 
these individuals was incidental to 
the business of hunting down tax 
frauds. 

Woolf's agents, the 
reported, spotted the additional 
revenue in the course of nearly 
1000 investigations which led to 
tax evasion charges against 95 per- 
sons, all but three of whom were 
convicted, ; 

Still pending is a case in which 
one of the agents brushed up on 
his knowledge of Japanese in or- 
der to obtain an indictment against 
three Japanese subjects who al- 
legedly kept two sets of books on 
a St. Petersburg, Fila., restaurant. 

One set, in English, accounted 
for $40,009 less income than the 
second, kept in Japanese, the 
Treasury declared, adding that tax 
returns were based on the English 
set. Of the three indicted, one 
now is in Japan, another in a de- 
tention camp, and the third is 
awaiting trial. 

The Treasury named the card

Large white 
floral crosses were draped on the 
pulpit and the lectern. 

Dean Sweet Conducts Services, 

Dean Sidney E. Sweet conducted 
the funeral] service, which was 25 
minutes in length and contained no 
eulogy or personal mention. The 
only music was that of the organ, 
selections from Handel's Pastoral 
Symphony and other classical 
works. 

The service consisted of passages 
from the Old and New Testaments, 
and of prayers. After the benedic- 
tion, the family group in the front 
pews retired to the Cathedral of- 
fices, and the casket was drawn 
down the aisle by assistants to the 
funeral director. No pallbearers, 
eithe active or honorary, had been 
designated, this being the wish of 
Mrs. Dysart, who believed no dis- 
tinction should be made among 
the many friends of her husband.

John Overberg of Chicago, a 
cousin of Mr. Cunningham, as 
deacon. 

The funeral of Max H. Doyne, 
Director of Public Utilities, was 
held this afternoon at the Rinds- 
kopf undertaking establishment, 
6212 Delmar boulevard.

GLIDER HIT GROUND 


AT 244._MILES AN 
HOUR IN FATAL FALL 


Speed Estimated by Mathe- 
matical Formula by Wash- 
ington U. Physicist. 


The glider in which Mayor Wil- 
liam Dee Becker and nine others 
plunged to their deaths Sunday 
struck the ground at a speed of 
about 244 miles an hour, Dr. 
George E. M. Jauncey, professor 
of physics at Washington Univer- 
sity, estimated today. 

Dr. Jauncey, employing the 
formula for determining the veloci- 
ty of falling bodies, made his es- 
timate by extracting the square 
root of 2x32x2000. The numeral 
“2" he explained, represents a 
mathematical constant, “32” repre- 
sents the acceleration of gravity, 
and ‘'2000” is the estimated altitude 


of the glider in feet, when the fall 


began. 

Had the glider been falling in a 
vacuum, he said, it would have 
struck the ground at a speed of 
358 feet per second, or 244 miles 
an hour. He pointed out that his 
estimate did not include an allow- 
ance for wind resistance, that the 
glider probably encountered very 
little wind resistance during its 
estimated 10-second fall,

“The second major airport is of 
such importance in the long-range 
development of. the city that I be- 
lieve its location should be: the 
topic of additional serious study,” 
he was quoted as saying. ‘The 
location of this airport may af- 
fect the entire future development 
of St. Louis and may be the most 
important step in my administra- 
tion. I don’t want the new air- 
port to be a ‘dud.’” 

Although the new Mayor took the 
oath of office Monday, he will not 
assume his duties actively until to- 
morrow, after the funerals for the 
victims of the glider crash. 

He has made a point of not using 
Mayor Becker's office, but yester- 
day, answering a telephone there, 
he sat in the Mayor’s chair, then 
jumped up quickly, remarking, ,“I 
didn’t want to do that until the 
funerals were over.” 


WHY ARMY FLEW. FLAGS FULL 


STAFF AS MAYOR WAS BURIED 


Because of an Army regulation, 
flags of most military stations 
here were flown at full staff yes- 
terday while other flags were at 
half staff in mourning for Mayor 
William Dee Becker and nine 
others killed in Sunday’s’ glider 
crash, 

Army officers explained the flag 
may be flown at half staff at 
Army stations in tribute to civil- 
ians only in the case of persons 
entitled to a gun salute, which 
would exclude any below the rank 
of governor of a state. 

An exception to the rule was 
made by Col, Merle H. Davis, com- 
mander of the St. Louls Ordnance 
District, whose headquarters at 
3663 Lindell boulevard is next the 
Scottish Rite Cathedral, where fu- 
neral services were held for 
Mayor Becker. 

“Mayor Becker was closely as- 
sociated with our activities,” said 
Col. Davis, “and I considered this 
tribute to him more important 
than strict observance of a regula- 
tion.”

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IN UNAUTHORIZED 
WAR PLANT STRIKE 


T wo McQuay - Norris 
Brariches Making Plane 
Parts Affected by Pay 
Dispute Walkout. 


An unauthorized strike of be- 
tween 500 and 600 members of the 
CIO United: Auto Workers’, Union, 
Local No, 231, virtually halted ma- 
chine shop production today of air- 
plane piston rings at two McQuay- 
Norris Manufacturing Co. plants. 
The.piston rings were made chiefly 
for war planes. 

A few hours later 50 foundry 
workers, most of them U. ‘A. W. 
members, joined in the walkout. 

Establishments affected are the 
main plant at 2320 Marconi street 
and the No, 2 plant at 3838 Market 
street. The Siemers Lane Core Di- 
vision of the St. Louis Ordnance 
Plant, operated by the McQuay- 
Norris Co., and the plant at”4100 
Forest Park avenue were not af- 
fected. 

Walter E. Schilling, CIO sub- 
regional director, said the walkout 
of members of the 7:15 a. m. shifts 
resulted from dissatisfaction with 
the company’s delay in signing a 
contract recently’ approved by the 
War Labor Board, and also was a 
protest against the WLB decision 
which disallowed a wage increase 
sought by the union. An _  addi- 
tional factor, he said, was “stall- 
ing” on the part of the company 
regarding integration of 27 main-. 
tenance men employed at the 
two plants into the union. 

A. J, Mummert, vice-president in 
charge of production, said the 
company wag willing to integrate 
the maintenance men into the 
union at an hourly rate of pay, but 
refused to agree to their inclusion 
on a weekly wage basis. He said 
the question had been presented 
to the National Labor Relations 
Board. 

The walkout followed an un- 
successful attempt by company 
and union representatives to set- 
tle the controversy yesterday. 

The striking workers reported 
for work as usual this morning, 
but after remaining only a short 
while, marched from the. two 
plants. The day-shift workers as- 
sembled at 10 o’clock for a mass 
meeting at Big Club Hall, Shaw 
boulevard and Marconi avenue. 

Clarence Horner, president of 
the local, said union members of 
the other two shifts were expected 
to join in the walkout, bringing 
the total of strikers to about 
1400. 

An effort to reach a settlement 
was being made this afternoon at 
a union-management meeting 
called at the Marconi street plant 
by Federal Conciliator Charles A. 
LaValley, who was assigned to the: 
case following an appeal to the 
Government by Luther Slinkard, 
Kansas City, regional CIO director.

In East Side Row With Machinists 


Board Gives St. Louis Firm Go Signal on 
Machinery Installation at Granite 


City 


Plant.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 4. — The 
national War Labor Board today 
instructed the Fruin-Colnon Con- 
tracting Co. of St. Louis to pro- 
ceed with the installation of ma- 
chinery in the new loading plant 
of the Granite City Steel Co. and 
to use employes of its own choos- 
ing for the work, : 

The decision represents a victory 
for the AFL United Brotherhood 
of Carpenters and Joiners in its 
bitter jurisdictional dispute with 
the International Association of 
Machinists. The carpenters’ un- 
ion was installing the machinery 
at the time the work was stopped 
on order of the steel company, and 
it is expected that the Fruin-Col- 
non company will resume work 
with the same union. 

At the same time the WLB said 
it would appoint an arbitrator to 
act in any dispute that may arise 
over the installation of particular 
types of machinery or equipment 
not specifically covered in the con- 
tract between the Granite City 
Steel Co, and the Fruin-Colnon Co. 


Hold Contract Clear. 

The board said the terms of the 
contract were clear that the con- 
tracting company may choose any 
employes it wants for the work, 
and therefore no arbitrator is 
needed to determine this import- 
ant point. 

This was stressed in an opinion 
written by Wayne L. Morse, pub- 
lic member of the board. “If the 
Fruin-Colnon. Contracting Co., 
chooses to employ members of the 
United Brotherhood of Carpenters 
and Joiners to perform the work, 
it has the right to do so,” said 
Morse, “and any strike resulting 
therefrom by the members of the 
International Association of Ma- 
chinists would be unwarranted and 
would be a clear violation of their 
non-strike pledge.” 

The board ordered the Granite 
City company immediately to 
rescind its order to the Fruin- 
Colnon company to discontinue the 
work of installation. 

The stop-work order was issued 
by the steel company after the ma- 
chinists had threatened to strike if 
the carpenters were permitted to 
continue on the job. 

Morse took otcasion to rebuke 
both unions for their jurisdictional 
tangles in the midst of war. 

“Recent developments in the re- 
lationships between the two unions 
have accentuated the seriousness 
of this long-standing jurisdictional 
dispute,” he said, “However, the 
War Labor Board feels that 
neither union is justified in at- 
tempting to use the War Labor 
Board as a medium for adjudicat- 
ing this jurisdictional dispute, 
which has existed for many years 
prior to the war. It is one of those 
disputes which either should wait 
for settlement until the war is 
over, or in which the parties 
should so conduct themselves as 
not to interfere with the war ef- 
fort. 

“Fortunately in this case the con- 


tract between the steel company 
and the contracting company re- 
moves any legitimate basis for a 
jurisdictional dispute between the 
two unions in that by its very 
terms the contracting company is 
authorized to employ workers of its 
own choosing to do the work called 
for by the contract.” - P 

The board pointed out thatthe 
machinists’ union had threatened 
to strike if machinists were not em- 
ployed to do the work, but the 
carpenters’ union had agreed to 
let the contracting company 
choose its own employes 

Scoring the machinists for their 
threat, the board said: “The War 
Labor Board cannot countenance 
such threats, and it trusts that the 
machinists’ union will accept the 
Board’s decision in this case and 
proceed with uninterrupted pro- 
duction in the Granite City Steel 
Co. plant.” 

The machinists are employed 
regularly by the steel company for 
maintenance and repair of ma- 
chinery, but had contended that 
they had set precedents for the 
installation of machinery in the 
new loading plant. ; 

Acceptance Is Expected. 

At a hearing at the Board July 
>7, Harvey Brown, president of the 
Machinists’ Union, said he would 
accept the finding of an arbitra- 
tor, and it is assumed he will ac- 
cept the War Labor Board decision 
as that of an arbitration body. 
William L. Hutcheson, president 
of the Carpenters’ Union; sent an 
emissary to the hearing who said 
he was not authorized to agree to 
appointment of an arbiter, but was 
authorized to say that the carpen- 
ters would let the contracting com- 
pany select the union it wanted. 

The vitriolic jurisdictional fight 
caused the machinists to with- 
draw from the AFL several 
months ago. For 30 years, a source 
of bitter dissension within the 
ranks of organized labor, the dis- 
pute caused a strike several years 
ago at the Anheuser-Busch plant 
in St. Louis. The Government un- 
successfully sought to prosecute 
the carpenters for that strike un- 
der the Sherman antitrust act, 


Lloyd Weber, business represent- 
ative of District 9 of the Interna- 
tional Association of Machinists, 
could not be reached to determine 
the attitude of his union towards 
the decision, 


20 OF JAPANESE ANCESTRY

CRASHES IN CHASE 


Attempted to Elude Motor 
Policeman at 85 Miles 
an Hour—One Victim 
14 Years Old, Other 15, 


Two East Side youths were 
killed and another was seriously 
injured early today when a stolen 
automobile in which they were 
riding overturned on a curve in 
Lindbergh boulevard, south of U. 8. 
Highway 66, St. Louis County, as 
they attempted to elude a State 
Motor Policeman in a chase of 
about three miles at 85 miles an 
hour, 

The driver, John Edward Huff- 
man, 15 years old, son of Grover 
Huffman, 1849 North Sixty-second 
street, Washington Park, was pro- 
nounced dead upon arrival at 
County Hospital at 3:10 a. m. 
Verne Armour, 14, son of Mrs, 
Russell Frey, Apartment 15-C, 
Samuel Gompers’ Home, East St. 
Louis, who was a passenger, died 
of internal and head injuries at 
the hospital three hours later. 
Armour’s brother, Donald Armour, 
17, suffered lacerations and a frac- 
tured right ankle. 

State Patrolman N. L. Hader 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter he 
was leaving a restaurant in Kirk~- 
wood about 2:30 a. m., when he 
noticed a maroon colored car car- 
rying the three youths, idling south 
along Kirkwood road. “On a 
hunch,” he said, he decided to stop 
the car and question the occu- 
pants. 

The boys apparently saw him 
turn his patrol car around in the 
street, he related, for they imme- 
diately accelerated their machine. 
In the patrol car, Patrolman Eader 
managed to get within 200 yards 
of the speeding maroon car, but 
he was unable to close the gap. 

As they reached the curve, which 
Patrolman Eader said would over- 
turn a car going 50 miles an hour, 
while they were making 85, the 
maroon car slipped off the side of 
the pavement. It overturned about 
eight times, Eader said, and came 
to rest in a thicket. 

Subsequent investigation dis- 
closed the car in which the youths 
were riding had been stolen at 
12:40 p. m. last Sunday in East 
St. Louis. It is owned by J. C., 
McCord, 715 North Twenty-fifth 
street, East St. Louis. The license 
plates on it, Eader learned, had 
been stolen July 30 from another 
automobile in East St. Louis. 

Parents of the boys told State 
Policemen at Kirkwood they had 
never been arrested, nor in any 
trouble involving law violations. 
The Armour youths had been re- 
ported missing by their stepfathar, 
who called East St. Louis police 
last night.

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FIRST TEST BALLOT UNDER 
ANTISTRIKE LAW BEING CAST 


Allis-Chalmers Vote, 


Brought About by 


Lewis Action, Is Looked Upon 
as Labor Barometer.

Post-Dispatch, 
SPRINGFIELD, Ill, Aug. 4— 
The nation’s first strike balloting 


under the Smith-Connally act was 
under way here today, brought 
about by an attempt of John L. 
Lewis, head of the United Mine 
Workers of America, to use the 
act for his own ends and defeat 
a directive of the War Labor 
Board under which the _ Allis- 
Chalmers Manufacturing Co., sign- 
ed a no-work stoppage contract 
with the rival CIO United Farm 
Equipment and Meta] Workers of 
America. 

It was preceded by a bitter radio 
and advertising campaign. The 
Lewis adherents, directed by Ray 
Edmundson, president of the:State 
UMW organization and a key fig- 
ure in the internal revenue case 
which President Roosevelt has 
recommended for action by the 
Department of Justice, charged 
the CIO with “Communism.” CIO 
spokesmen accused the Lewis fac- 
tion of unpatriotic conduct and 
described strikes as “knife stabs 
into America’s back.” 

Technically, outcome of the vot- 
ing on the sole question “Do 70u 
wish to permit an interruption of 
war production in wartime as a 
result of this dispute?” doesn’t 
mean a thing but an expression 
of opinion. Practically, as will be 
geen, it means a good deal. From 
a technical standpoint, participa- 
tion in the election by the Lewis 
forces or anyone else means that 
they would be absolved from civil 
liability in event they decided to 
strike. Win, lose or draw, the 
Lewis participation in the ballot- 
ing, according to provisions of the 
act, saves his union from civil 
liability if a strike should be called. 


Serves as Barometer, 

The right to strike in the plant 
of a war contractor, not under 
Government management, is not 
impaired by the election. The 
question on the ballots, available to 
2200 workers at two plants here, 
was devised by a joint committee 
from the Department of Labor, 
the WLB, and the National Labor 
Relations Board, 

Practically, however, the election 
serves as a —— barometer to 


President Roosevelt and his ad- 
visers .as to the temper of certain 
labor groups in this country. It will 
be watched also by those who may 
be instrumental in determining 
whether Lewis is permitted to 
bring his organization back into 
the American Federation of Labor, 
a question which will be first con- 
sidered at Chicago next week by 
the executive council of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor. 


It is avowedly construed by the 
Lewis faction, represented by Dis- 
trict 50, UMW, the “catchall” divi- 
sion’ of that union, as a referen- 
dum on the question of collective 
bargaining representation. Their 
leaders disclaimed to the writer 
any intention of actually calling a 
strike, although a two-day work 
stoppage occurred iast June be- 
cause of the dispute, 

Major issue involved in the dis- 
pute, as explanatorily defined on 
the ballot, is the objection of Dis- 
trict 50, UMW, to the CIO con- 
tract, which was signed last spring 
and runs until April 15, 1944. 

The CIO union originally won an 
NLRB election in June, 1942, by a 
vote of 931 to 211 a few months 
after the split between Lewis and 
Philip Murray now CIO head 
which resulted in Lewis taking his 
miners from the CIO, which he 
had fathered, and becoming its 
foe. 


UMW Petition Dismissed. 


Subsequently, before a contract 
was signed between the company 
and the CIO union, the UMW peti- 
tioned the NLRB for certification 
as bargaining agent in the plants 
on the premise that they then rep- 
resented a majority of plant em- 
ployes. The petition was dismissed 
June 9, after a hearing on the 
ground that the contract between 
the company and the farm equip- 
ment union which had been exe- 
cuted in the interim, constituted a 
bar to an election. 

The UMW filed a suit in equity 
in United States District Court 
here last June 29, asking that the 
denial be vacated. On July 2, as 
required by the War Labor Dis- 
putes Act, the UMW served notice 
that 1200 members would strike at 
the Allis Chalmers plants in 30 
days unless the bargaining dis- 
pute was settled before ne ec 


of that requisite “cooling off” pe- 
riod. The 30-day notice was re- 
quired by the act before today’s 
vote could be taken. 

The election today, which began 
at 7 o’clock and will end at 5 with 
NLRB representatives acting as 
tally clerks at two booths at each 
plant here, was made possible 
through the recent Department of 
Justice opinion holding that such 
strike votes could be taken on mo- 
tion by a minority union as wel] as 
one certified as representing the 
majority of employes. ‘Applications 
for similar ballots in other sections 
of the country are pending. 


Hugh White, who is both vice- 
president cf the State UMWA or- 
ganization, which Edmundson 
heads, and Regional Director of 
District 50, asserted to the writer 
that today’s vote wasn’t a vote for 
interruption of production but an 
“opportunity to repudiate an ille- 
gal backdoor conspiracy agreement 
between a Communist-controlled 
and dominated union and company 


management.” 
Conducted Campaign. 
White, who said that 1500 Allis- 


Chalmers employes had. signed 
UMW application cards, was busily 
engaged in electioneering last 
night preparatory to today’s secret 
balloting. The CIO union leaders, 
reinforced by officers from other 
cities, also were conducting an in- 
tensive campaign. 

Fullerton Fulton, regional direc- 
tor of the CIO with headquarters 
at Chicago, said in a statement 
that “There was no strike senti- 
ment among the workers despite 
frenzied efforts of Lewis, and his 
followers to stir up feeling for a 
work stoppage.” 

Advertisements in local papers 
and radio broadcasts amplified the 
militant opposing views. A typical

The display advertisement was 
embellished with drawings of 
shock haired men by the “Com- 
munist” allusion and by soldiers 
and sailors next to the invitation 
to join the UMW. A quotation 
from the UMW constitution states 
that any member accepting’ mem- 
bership in the “Communist Party, 
Nazi or Bund organization” shall 
be expelled.

(AP).—John C, Day of Tulsa, Ok., 
spokesman for the Western Pe- 
troleum Refiners’ Association as- 
serted today Washington dilly-dal- 
lying was responsible for dwindling 
oil supplies. 

Day, secretary of the association, 
made the accusation before a spe- 
cial Senate committee investigating 
the gasoline supply situation in the 
Middlewest. :

Day replied that the Administra- 
tion seemed to be trying to hold 
back production and greatly in- 
crease refinery operations at the 
same time. 

“It didn’t make any allowance 
for the decline in crude produc- 
tion,” he continued. “The only 
way to get production going quick- 
ly is the price incentive.”

officials by approximately $2500 a 
year was signed yesterday by Gov. 
Donnell. The increased compensa- 
tion will not become effective until 
the terms of the present officials 
expire. 

The bill fixes the annual salary 
of Governor at $10,000 and the sal- 
aries of Secretary of State, State 
Auditor, State Treasurer, Lieuten- 
ant Governor and State Superin- 
tendent of Schools at $7500. 

Their basic salaries are now 
$5000 for: the Governor and $3000 
for the others, with the exception 
of Lieutenant Governor who re- 
ceives: only $1000, but other special 
salaries and fees paid to them 
raises their present compensation 
to about $7000 for the Governor 
and $5000 for the others. Under 
the new law, the officials will not 
receive any other compensation ex- 
cept the basic salary. 

The Governor also approved a 
measure increasing the number of 
referees of the Workmen’s Com- 
pensation Commission from five to 
six, and raising their salaries from 
$250 to $300 a month. The bill 
also increases the pay of the com- 
mission’s clerks from $100 to $125 
a month, and abolishes the $4000- 
a-year position of Medical Advisor 
to the Commission, which has not 
beeen filled for 10 years. 
Another pay increase bill signed 
by Gov. Donnell, raises the salary 
of the State Supervisor of Build- 
ing and Loan Associations from 
$3000 to $8300 and increases the 
pay of his examiners from $2400 
to $2700 a year. The number of 
examiners, however, was cut from 
nine to six.

The plan provides that the four 
regional holding companies jointly 
will own the liquidating company. 

Under “Death Sentence.” 

Announcing the plan, President 
Edward L. Shea of North Ameri- 
can said it was designed to meet 
the provisions of the “death sen- 
tence” clause of the Federal 
Holding Company Act. Under this 
act, which provides that utility 
holding companies may not own 
more than one integrated operat- 
ing system, the Securties and Ex- 
change Commission has directed 
North American to divest itself 
of all its operating utility proper- 
ties except. the Union Electric 
system.

“It is obvious to every individual 
in the Allied command that, except 
for the Malta air force and for 
the constructive accomplishments 
of the whole Malta command dur- 
ing the past year, the current at- 
tack could scarcely have been 
classed as a feasible one. I should 
like the officers and men of your 
command to know of my profound 
obligation to them, to be assured 
that as soon as the considerations 
of security permit there will be 
recorded public as well as official

would try as long as possible. :

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HELD ON CHARGE 
OF TEACHING DRAFT 
EVADERS TRICKS 


Man Seized in New York 
Instructed ‘Clients’ on 
Feigning Deafness, 
Mental Incompetence. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 4 (AP).— 
The Department of Justice today 
announced arrest of a man accused 
‘of teaching New Yorkers how to 
evade the draft by simulating deaf- 
ness, mental incompetence, and or- 


ganic disorders. 

The map, arraigned and held 
for grand jury action was listed 
eas Stephen Weinberg, 50 years old, 
and was termed by the depart- 
ment “a notorious impersonator 
and deceptionist of World War 
days.” 

Conducted Tour by Sultana. 

Federal Bureau of Identification 
Director J. Edgar Hoover asserted 
that Weinberg’s master deception 


was in 1921, when he conducted 
Princess Fatima, Sultana of Kabul 
Afghanistan,on a diplomatic tour 
of Washington ‘while posing as a 
representative of the Sttate Depart- 
ment. He served two years in the 
Federal penitentiary at Atlanta in 
connection with this offense, Hoo- 
ver said. He related Weinberg 
had presented Princess Fatima to 
President Harding and Secretary 
of State Charles Evans Hughes. 

Weinberg was arrested in New 
York City on a charge of violating 
the National Selective and Train- 
ing Service Act. Hoover said 
Weinberg, through various fraudu- 
lent schémes, had caused the re- 
jection or deferment of a number 
of New Yorkers, that he operated 
under the name of Stanley C. Wey- 
man, and had offices in a midtown 
New York hotel where he consult- 
ed “clients.” 

“Pupils” Rejected. 

“In several instances he so thor- 
oughly schooled slackers in the 
mannerisms and reactions of men- 
tally incompetent persons’ that 
they were rejected as being unfit,” 
Hoover said. . 

“He algo taught his ‘pupils’ how 
to simulate deafness, and other 
‘clients’ were given information on 
the proper types and amounts of 
drugs necessary to produce symp- 
toms of heart disorders.” 

Hoover asserted that Weinberg 
not only successfully arranged for 
some of his clients to evade mili- 
tary service but at the time of his 
apprehension was attempting to 
bring about the discharge of men 
already in the service. ; 

“Weinberg'’s fees ranged from a 
few hundred dollars to more than 
$2000, depending upon the service 
performed,” the Department of 
Justice said.

Troops.

| WITH THE AMERICAN SEV- 
ENTH ARMY NEAR TROINA, 
Sicily, Aug. 2° (delayed) (AP)-— 


Germany's hard-pressed military 
machine has been compelled to 
withdraw fighter-bombers from 
other fronts to prevent the re- 
treat of its harassed ground 
forces, through mountainous 
northern Sicily to the Messina 
bridgehead, from turning into a 
rout, 
“The Axis can now only use a 
landing strip on Sicily itself and 
it has to bring planes down from 
the North and operate from air- 
fields in the heel of the Italian 
boot—such as Bari and Cretonia,” 
a military spokesman said. 
Reinforcement of Axis troops, 
through Cape Orlando and Mes- 
sina has ceased, the spokesman 
said. The remaining force—rep- 
resenting the remnants of four 
German divisions—is supplement- 
ed by elements of Italian divisions, 
including Mussolini’s black-shirted 
Fascist militia, which he _ said, 
“fights no better than the run of 
the mill of Italian troops.” 
Raids on Guns. 
Striking savagely at concentra- 
tions of American 155mm. and 
105mm. guns, the newly arrived 
ME-109s and FW-190s tried three 
times yesterday to knock out or 
cripple the heavy artillery which 
hag been making each day 24 
hours of hell for the Germans. try- 
ing to hold their hill positions. 
Morning and evening, waves of 
four Messerschmitts slipped in and 
away without loss or serious dam- 
age in diving, bombing and straf- 
ing attacks. I was sitting in a 
lemon grove with several other cor- 


Long Tom 155mm, rifles plaster 
the far-away hillsides. Suddenly 
a soldier shouted, “Look out! Here 
they come again!” 

Came From Three Points. 

Zipping in across the hills from 
three directions came a flock of 
Focke-Wulfs. They dived to the 
attack in a confusing pattern as 
our Bofors guns began to stud the 
skies with flak, while our 50-cali- 
ber machine gung began to clatter. 

Ernie Pyle and I dived into a 
road ditch behind an Italian Ba- 
ron’s villa which the Fascist and 
German troops had systematically 
looted a few days before. 

Behind us a Nazi plane circled 
and wheeled, and for one terrifying 
moment its guns were trained on 
our inadequate road rut. 

Ernie had forgotten to wear his 
helmet—he usually does—and his 
light hair gleamed in the sun 
against the background of the 
dark earth bank—a perfect target. 
I thought, “I hope that Nazi is 
near-sighted.” 

Raider Beaten Off. 

But he was after a machine 
gunner in a halftrack about 75 
yards away. Hé let go hurried 
bursts at the gunner, but they 
ripped into the ground between 
our refuge and the halftrack, The 
reverberations of the bombs 
dropped by other Nazi planes 
shook the ground as the flyer 
above jerked to the:right and ran 
\for his home base, with the gun- 
ner in the halftrack, still fanning 
his tail with bullets. 


Rising, we saw smoke pouring 


respondents watching the heavy. 


up from ridges north and south 
of the artillery positions, where 
two of the eight Nazi attackers 
had crashed in flames. Artillery 
observers on the ridges ahead said 
four planes crashed altogether, 

Down in the valley two Sicilian 
farmhouses hit by incendiaries 
flamed orange in the yellow wheat- 
fields. 

Second-Rate Troops. 

“It ain’t like Maknassy in Tuni- 
sia—we had 12 raids a day there,” 
said Sgt. James M. McNab of 
Kingston, Tenn. 

His remark was corroborated by 
his corps officer, who said the 
Nazi flyers, as well as the German 
ground troops here, were of mark- 
edly inferior caliber to those they 
met in Africa. 

“They are not the same breed 
of cats,” he said, adding, “they 
have a pretty high opinion of us, 
though. One German. soldier, in 
a letter explaining why he was 
unable to write oftener, said, 
‘these damned Americans fight all 
day and march all night and keep 
shooting all the time.’”

As if the tranquil 
were a battlefield, all 
had gone by the board. Vanished 
was the military salute, together 
with the insignia which had been 
stripped from every uniform. Not 
a flag was in sight. There were no 
cheers, speeches or jocularities 
among the men. The sole festive 
touch was provided by a brass 
band, which paraded twice from 
end to end of the train, dispensing 
guch morale-builders as “Harrigan, 
That's Me.” 

Not a few of the lads, it is fair 
to suspect, had no idea what state 
they were in or whether the cars 
in which they sat were to bear 
them 30 or 300 miles. At such mo- 
ments of departure there used to 
be instances of hysteria and men- 
tal. breakdown. That was before 
preliminary efforts were made to 
take greater care in weeding out 
meurotic cases. Today there were 
mo misadventures of the kind. But 
the air vibrated with tension and 
strain. 

During their stop at the halting 
place, the men had jammed the 
post's legal office, taking out ad- 
ditional insurance, executing pow- 
ers of attorney and making wills. 
Their attendance at chaplain’s 
services had risen to twice that 
of ordihary camps. . Unspoken in 
every heart was the thought that 
many among them were looking 
upon American soil for the last 
time in this world forever. 

As the coaches jostled into mo- 
tion, sunlight glinted from_ the 
stars and gold braid on Gen. Gro- 
ninger’s field cap. He was guilty 
of nothing so starched and formal 
as a salute. To squad after squad 
he waved a human, familiar greet- 
ing. Just as sociably, the privates 
waved back to the General. Then 
came a transfiguring portent. 
Across the somber young faces 
giooming down from the train shy 
grins began to steal.. Arms were 
lifted here and there for the ges- 
ture of thumbs up. Suddenly all 
the windows were thronged with 
hands outspread in the sign of 
M for victory. 

Waterfront Scene. 

The second scene, a few hours 
Jater, was a pier on the waterfront, 
which lay uncanny and mysterious 
behind miles of dimout. Far-off 
skyscraper landmarks could barely 
be discerned. In a slip lay one of 
the big liners of prewar days—a 
vessel sufficiently huge to trans- 
port on each voyage a number of 
troops equivalent to the populatioh 
of a large village. 

Aboard ship, in strangest asso- 
ciation, were relics of splendor and 
devices of stark utility. There were 
paneled walls and ceilings, marble 
decorations and august lounges. 
The spaces were peopled by only 
the specters of jeweled women and 
opulent cavaliers. The first class 
dining salon had become a mess- 
room for enlisted men. The former 
Turkish bath was filled with 
coarse tables and monolithic china- 
ware. The swimming pool was a 
labyrinth of bunks rising in tiers 
to the ceiling. 

The once mighty pleasure craft 
had been transformed into a ma- 
chine with one purpose—that of 
packing every inch, from swelter- 
ing hold to stifling topdeck, with 
the largest possible freight of hu- 
man beings, and shuttling them to 
the war areas with maximum ve- 
locity. 

Out of the darkness loomed a 
ferryboat, which bumped against 
the pier. From it helmeted figures 
came staggering in a coma of ex- 
haustion, under the weight of 60- 
pound field packs and A-bags as 
heavy. A band struck up “The 
Sidewalks of New York.” It was 
moving and gallant to see how 
tortured backs tried to straighten 
and half-paralyzed muscles strove 
to respond to the rhythm. 

A ‘Sensitive’ Area. 

The stimulus was mdémentary. 
Carbines struck blindly against the 
sides of the gangplank, and bags 
were let fall to drag along the 
ramp. Soon the men were lying, 
half undressed, in the sleep of in- 
finite fatigue. The corpse-like bod- 
jes appeared scarcely to breathe, 
and the faces were like masks of 
death. In the morning they would 
awake on the alien element of the 
sea—boys whom destiny had 
snatched up from the streets of 
inland cities, Western farms and 
cotton plantations in the South. 

The New York Port of Embarka- 
tion is an area so “sensitive” that 
newspaper men never before had 
been admitted. They were warned 
against identifying its installations 
by name or place, and forbidden to 
disclose the date of their visit. 
Among restricted items were the 
titles and character of all units 
inspected, and the names and 
home addresses of officers and: 


men except those stationed perma- 
nently at the port. No photographs 
were allowed, 


It is a region of superlatives. It 
boasts the longest pier: and big- 
gest warehouse on earth. Nearby 
is the world’s most’ample drydock. 
It handles a greater volume of 
military supplies than all other 
American ports together, and prob- 
ably the largest on the globe. In 
addition, it receives enemy pris- 
oners from the African and Euro- 
pean theaters, and American siek 
and wounded. It dispatches abroad 
every week enough soldiers to pop- 
ulate a fair-sized town. It han- 
dles all mail crossing the Atlantic 
to and from our expedigfonary 
forces. The port’s surface was 
hardly scratched in a whirlwind 
tour of 100 miles by highway and 
water. 


Become ‘Dispensable.’ 

There are several staging areas 
in which personnel and equipment 
are examined for the last time. 
Uncle Sam makes a point of seeing 
that his sons are perfect in health 
and gear when they enter the bat- 
tle zone, considered to start at the 
water’s edge. From that point 
both men and equipment rate as 
“dispensable.” 

The stay in these areas is a 
routine of inspection after inspec- 
tion. Not a single item escapes 
scrutiny, from gas masks to 
knives and forks, from pistols to 
underwear. A coat with a frayed 
cuff is rejected, and a new one is 
supplied. Personal luxuries to 
which the men had clung for 
months, like portable radios and 
musical instruments, here make 
their final stand. 

Eyes, ears, noses, throats and 
teeth are examined. - A round-the- 
clock dental clinic can turn out a 
bridge or plate in 24 hours. Spe- 
cial care is taken against possible 
acute infections contracted en route 
from previous camps. Property is 
divided between A and B bags, the 
latter of which go into the ship’s 
hold, while the soldier must carry 
the former. It is easy to distin- 
guish between those. who are ex- 
perienced or the contrary. The 
travel-wise campaigner may be 
known by the minimum size and 
weight of his A bag. 

Another installation is devoted 
exclusively to the processing and 
shipment of motor vehicles, on 
tires or tracks, outside of Weapons 
such as tanks. The array of metal 
monsters on this ground looked 
like the fulfillment of an 
neer’s wildest dream. There were 
automotive concrete mixers, grad- 
ers and bulldozers; traveling ma- 
chine shops, airplane crash trail- 
ers, bomb carriers and fighting re- 
pair tanks with a derrick at one 
end and a turreted 75-mm. gun at 
the other. Some of the machines 
were so queer that officers ‘with 
the party could not guess their 
purpose. 


Ammunition Pier. 

Still another establishment, from 
which ammunition only is shipped, 
consists of a causeway half a mile 
long and a pier thrusting out as 
far as possible from land. When 
one enters, the pockets are 
stripped of matches and shoe soles 
are examined for nails that might 
strike sparks. Red banners fly 
aloft, and fire-fighting apparatus 
stands at frequent intervals. Only 
enough explosives for one day’s 
loading are permitted on the pier. 
The chief depot is distant many 
miles inland. One of the powder 
ships caught fire at the pier a few 
weeks ago. Through a prodigy of 
courage and presence of mind, it 
was towed out into the channel 
and scuttled. Salvage boats were 
seen at the task of bringing it back 
to the surface, 


At a famous terminal the visitors 
watched the loading of Liberty 
ships, most of which carry Army 
supplies. The hold of one was be- 
ing floored with a 10-foot layer of 
gasoline drums and i. provision 
cases, and on the deck of another 
were lashed tanks, special purpose 
vehicies and locomotives. Each 
craft is equipped with five-ton 
booms for light freight and with 
15 and 30 ton booms for heavy 
items. 


Convoys are built up by many 
ships loading simultaneously at a 
multitude of wharves. As soon as 
one is ready, it is sent out to wait 
until a fleet is assembled and the 
Navy takes over. The Army, at 
such embarkation ports as those 
of New York and San Francisco, 
has grown amphibious. Most of the 
traffic is water-borne in whole or 
part. The War Department oper- 
ates many boats of its own, to- 
gether with docks, river fronts and 
ship loading.

_FTER being ashore all the first 
Awy of our Sicilian invasion, I 

went back to the ship and 
stayed abdard almost a week be- 
fore coming ashore more or less 
permanently, 

It was my hope to do a complete 
picture of the Navy's part in such 
actions as this, and the Navy's 
part didn’t end the moment it got 
the assault troops ashore. In the 
days that followed, our headquar- 
ter’s vessel patrolled back and 
forth between the American sec- 
tors, kept an eye on shcre in case 
help was needed, directed the fire 
of other ships, mothered new con- 
voys by wireless, issued orders and 
advice throughout the area and 
from time to time scurried in swift 
cirtles when planes appeared. 

For despite the enemy’s obvious 
air weakness, he d@d manage. to 
sneak over a few planes several 
times a day. The day after D day, 
general quarters was sounded on 
our ship 15 times. Nobody got any 
rest, day or night. The sailors 
worked like Trojans, 

* * * 

Action Quickens Interest 

HEN I try to picture our 

soldiers and sailors in camps 
back home now, I always visual- 
ize — and no doubt wrongly — a 
draftee who is going through his 
training like a man, but still re- 
luctantly and without interest. 
There isn’t a breath of that left 
over here. Once you are in action 
that’s all gone. It goes because 
now you ‘are working. You are 
working to stay alive, and not be- 
cause somebody tells you to work. 


You should see our sailors when 
general quarters sounds. They 
don’t get to their stations in the 
manner of school kids going in 
when. the bell rings. They get 
there by charging over things and 


knocking things down. I have seen 


them arrive at gun stations with 
nothing but’ their drawers on. I’ve 
seen officers upset their dinners 
and be clear out of the wardroom 
by the time the second “beep!” of 
the alarm signal sounded. 

Whenever we had general quar- 
ters I always just froze wherever 
I was for about 5 minutes, to keep 
from getting bowled over in the 
rush. 

And the boys on the guns—you 
would hardly recognize them. 
Shooting at planes isn’t a duty for 
them, it’s an outlet. I doubt if 
they have ever watched a ball 
game or ogled a girl with the com- 
plete intentness with which they 
follow a distant plane in the sky. 
A gun has one blessing in addi- 
tion to the one of protecting you: 
it occupies you. 

Having no vital part to play in 
moments of extreme danger is 
one of the worst curses of being 
a correspondent. Busy people 
aren’t often afraid. 

Bombs fell in our vicinity for 
several days. The raiders went 
mostly for the beaches, where the 
barges were unloading. The num- 
ber of narrow escapes we had 
must have been very discouraging 
to the Axis flyers. The Axis radio 
said our beaches were littered 
with the wrecked and burned-out 
hulks of our landing ships. Act- 
ually, in our 14-mile area they hit 
very few. But we had our tense 
moments. 

The’ enemy flyers were brave, 
I'll have to say that. They would 
come right in through the. thick- 
est hail of fire I have ever seen 


‘thrown into the sky. 


Dozens of our ships had escapes 
that were uncanny. Once two 
bombs hit the water just a good 
stone’s throw from the stern of 
our vessel. And late one after- 
noon a lone Italian—I really be- 
lieve he must have gone mad, for 
what he did was desperate and 
senseless—dived right down into 
the midst of a hundred ships. He 
had no bombs, and was only straf- 
ing. He went over our fantail so 
low you could almost have caught 
him in a net. Everything in the 
vicinity cut loose on him at once. 
It was like throwing a bucketful 
of rice against a spot on the wall. 
He was simply smothered with 
steel. 

Yet somehow he pulled out and 
up to about 1000 feet, charged at 
our barrage balloons like an in- 
sane bee, and shot two of them 
down afire. And then at last the

Interpreting the War News 


LAST PHASE OF BATTLE OF SICILY. 


By MAJ. GEORGE FIELDING ELIOT 


HE last phase of the battle of 
T siciy appears to be well under 

way. All along the line the Al- 
lied forces are advancing, but the 
concentration is at the center, with 
the objective the breaking up of 
the German road system. The vital 
artery of this system is the circu- 
lar road around Mount Etna, from 
Catania through Paterno, Adrano, 
Bronte and Randazzo, back to the 
sea at Taormina. The other roads 
vital to the Germans are the east 
coastal road from Messina through 


Taormina to Catania, the north: 


coastal road from Messina to Naso 
and the branch road which con- 
nects Naso with Randazzo. These 
roads are indispensable to the 
Germans if their troops are to be 
supplied , reinforced at need and 
withdrawn if that becomes neces- 
sary. 

The Allies, as already noted, are 
striking at the center of this road 
system. The American Seventh 
Army appears to have shifted its 
main effort to its right and is 
pressing forward from Troina, al- 
ready taken, on Bronte, which is 
only 21 miles from Troina. The 
Canadians have taken Regalbuto 
and: are moving on Adrano, only 
16 miles distant. The British 
Eighth Army seems to have shift- 
ed its main effort to its left and is 
advancing on Paterno—as far as 
can be told from available dis- 
patches. This latter maneuver is 
much like Gen. Montgomery’s fa- 
mous shift to the left in the bat- 
tle of the Mareth line. 

The result would seem to bow 
almost certainly—the capture by 
the Allies of the whole central sec- 
tion of the circular Mount Etna 
highway. 

If that happens—indeed if even 
one of the Allied forces is success- 
ful in gaining its objective—the 
Germans on the southern slopes of 
Mount Etna and in the general 
vicinity of Catania are cut off 
from Messina except by the east 
coast road which follows the nar- 
row strip of shore line between 
Mount Etna and the sea. This 
road is constantly under the fire 
of Allied warships. Consequently 
the threat to the circular road 
forces the Germans either to re- 
tire from their Catania positions 
immediately or to lose the troops 
and equipment there. 

Under these circumstances, it is 
possible that reports from neutral 
sources that the evacuation of 
Sicily has already commenced 
may prove to be true. The re- 
Sistance our forces are now en- 
countering may be no more than 
the resistance of rear guards, cov- 
ering a withdrawal which must 
necessarily be a slow and painful 
process, for the Strait of Messina, 
across which the withdrawing 
troops must move, is no open 


51,000 MEXICANS GIVEN JOBS 


MEXICO CITY, Aug. 4 (AP).— 
The newspaper Novedades quoted 
the Labor Ministry last night as 
saying that no more Mexican 
laborers would be sent to the 
United States because agreements 
between the two Governments 
covering migration of workers to 
fill an American labor shortage 
have been fulfilled. 

The paper said that 37,946 farm 
workers and 13,303 rail workers 
had gone to 14 states in the pro- 


waterway, but is constantly under 
the eye and the bombs and ma- 
chine guns of the Allied air power. 
Prisoners taken at San Stefano 
have already told how, in coming 
to Sicily, they had to wait for 
hours at Reggio Calabria for a 
chance to cross, waiting “until the 
air was ‘clear of Allied bombers.” 
In a retreat, with our land forces 
pressing hard behind, there may 
be no time to waste in waiting. 
The choice may be between trying 
to cross under air attack, and sur- 
render or destruction on the 
Sicilian shore. 

Hence it seems possible that the 
Germans may be trying to save 
what they can of their Sicilian 
forces before these conditions be- 
come more acute.

A Tribute to Max Doyne. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

O more fitting tribute could be 

paid by the City of St. Louls to Max 
4H. Doyne than a general appreciation of 
his fine sense of citizenship and human 
values in his planning for a second 
municipal airport. He recognized a fac- 
tor which has been largely overlooked in 
recent discussions of possible sites for 
the airport. This is the effect of the 
airport upon the area immediately sur- 
rounding it. 

Entirely apart from any benefits or 
injuries which may accrue to air trans- 
port in general, to St. Louis as an avi- 
ation center or to the owners of property 
which may be acquired for the airport, 
the interests of residents of St. Louis 
County are involved. The report of the 
exhaustive survey of available sites 
made by the engineering firm of Har- 
land Bartholomew & Associates lays 
stress upon this point. 

The orderly development of the county 
as an urban and suburban place of resi- 
dence will be profoundly affected by 
the choice of the airport site. The 
ground actually occupied by a modern 
and major airport is between three and 
four square miles, but the disturbances 
it creates extend over a far larger 
area. 

The report estimates that for 11 
square miles surrounding the airport, 
the lights, noise and heavy surface traf- 
fic will interfere with the peace and 
quiet which suburban residents have 
sought and which they have a right to 
expect. Put in terms of money, the 
depreciation of values in surrounding 
real estate may amount to as great a 
sum as the cost of the site. 

Moreover, the segregation of so large 
a block as three or four square miles, 
the report goes on to state, will inter- 
fere with present and future communica- 
tions and facilities, such as highways, 
railways, electrification, sewage and 
water supply. Thus in appraising the 
various sites, the amount of civic dis- 
ruption which would be caused in any 
given location should be considered. 

On the basis of these two consider- 
ations, Columbia Bottoms would easily 
rank first among the proposed sites. 
There is little residential property near 
enough to suffer annoyance and there 
is no movement of urban development 
in that direction. 

Mr. Doyne heartily agreed with the 
engineering firms and the planning 
commissions of the city and the county 
which have united in approving as their 
first choice Columbia Bottoms. And he 
had complete faith in the ability of engi- 
neers to dea) with its one drawback, 
the fact that it is subject to overflow. 

Several of the great modern airfields, 
including those of New York and Wash- 
ington, have been developed upon “made 
land,” which gives a solid, even founda- 
tion, perfectly adapted to the heavy de- 
mands of modern air traffic,

WHAT’S AHEAD FOR THE MAYOR. 

Whether Aloys P. Kaufmann, Mayor Becker’s suc- 
cessor, Will be the first postwar Mayor of St. Louis 
is for the seventh sons of seventh sons to say. The 
term created for him by Sunday afternoon’s tragic 
glider crash has a definite limit. Whether the war 
will end before then, or whether he will be chosen 
to succeed himself for a term within which the 
armistice may happily fall, are matters entirely in 
the realm of speculation. 

But one thing we all do know. Mayor Kaufmann 
has now become the man under whose leadership 
many of the plans for postwar St. Louis will have 
to be formulated. It is, therefore, most fortunate 
that, even as president of the Board of Aldermen, 
he had these plans more in mind than perhaps any- 
thing else. It is a satisfaction to be able to recali 
now the speeches in which he asked 'the people of 
St. Louis, busy with thoughts about the future of 
the world, to do some hard thinking about the fu- 
ture of their own city. 

It is certain that the end of the fighting is going 
to present the community with a most extraordinary 
opportunity to reshape itself. Whether the most is 
made of this or whether it is allowed to go by de- 
fault depends, in large measure, on the imagination, 
the daring, the bold planning and the solid study 
of the months ahead. 

Mayor’ Kaufmann, of course, finds himself con- 
fronted by immediate problems, too. There is, for 
example, the matter of salary adjustments for many 
city employes, some of whom have even threatened 
to strike unless something is done—and that soon. 
Here the new Mayor will have to bring into play 
all the fairness, financial judgment and tact at his 
command, 

And, in a sense, the solution of this problem will 
be only a phase of his expressed determination to 
make the city’s new merit system function so that 
it will insure that efficiency for which a large ma- 
jority of the citizens voted. 

The final determination of the site for a second 
airport, better mass transportation facilities—these 
and other projects which he inherits from Mayor 
Becker are part and parcel of the job of building a 
better community. So is the continued enforcement 
of the anti-smoke ordinance, It is good to know that 
Mayor Kaufmann, in these respects, has broadly 
pledged himself to continue established policies. — 

The management of race relations to the end that 
the city’s good name, its reputation for tolerance 
and its devotion to democratic ideals shall not be 
clouded by the violence which broke out in Detroit, 
New York and other American communities is an- 
other burden on the new chief magistrate. Here 
his own good will must be reinforced by the good 
will of the whole community. This ig also true of 
many other functions of a wartime executive. 

Mr. Kaufmann, naturally, is entitled to some time 
in which to acquaint himself with the many duties 
which have been so suddenly thrust upon him. He 
will be granted that time. Indeed, he can count 
on the full support of the entire community so long 
as he indicates that his administration is to be 
marked by continued good will, sound judgment and 
vigor in action. 
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RULING IN A 30-YEAR LABOR WAR. 

The War Labor Board has handed down a decision 
that should mean the end of the costly and insuffer- 
able Thirty Years’ War between the AFL Carpenters’ 
Union and the International Machinists’ Union, which 
has delayed war production in this area and else- 
where time and again. It should end the dispute, 
that is, for the duration of the real and serious war, 
if both sides accept the board’s finding, and there 
is no logical reason why they shouldn’t. 

The WLB decision is not a blanket ruling, but it 
creates a sound precedent applicable in many other 
jurisdictional disputes. The construction firm has a 
contract with the carpenters for installation of the 
new machinery at the Granite City Steel Co., so 
the board rules that union is entitled to do the work, 
despite the claims of the machinists. The board also 
reminds the parties to this dispute that there is a 
war on, and production for fighting it comes ahead 
of their quarrel. 

Now the work of enlarging the plant’s steel-pro- 
ducing facilities can proceed after more than a 
month’s delay because of this senseless inter-union 
controversy. If labor leaders are as smart as they 
are presumed to be, they will see to it that the 
principle laid down by the WLB serves to prevent 
such work stoppages from here on out. 
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TO STOP STRIP-MINING DEFACEMENT. 

The Illinois Legislature and Gov. Green are to be 
commended for enacting legislation that will re- 
quire strip-mine operators to level the countryside 
which heretofore they have left horribly defaced. 
Everyone who lives in strip-mine country in South- 
ern Illinois or Who has been through it knows 
what unsightly ridges of slack and ditches of stag- 
nant water these operations have left behind. In- 
dustrial extraction of natural resources has definite 
responsibilities to the future, and one of these is 
that the extractors shall not take their profits and 
then bequeath unnecessary scars and ruins to 
coming genérations. 
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ANOTHER FAILURE OF THE GRAND JURY. 

The grand jury muffed the essentials in the re- 

port on its investigation in the death of Edward 
Melendes while in police custody, and it also muffed 
an important subsidiary phase of this case in its 
series of suggestions for improvement of procedure 
in police work. 
. The Melendes case showed plainly the crying need 
for a real scientific approach in the functioning of 
the Coroner’s office. If the first examination of 
Melendes’ body had been made by a pathologist, 
all the prolonged controversy over the cause 
of death would have been avoided. As it was, there 
were conflicting autopsy reports, and later a clash 
of opinion among pathologists as to whether Me- 
lendes was a victim of violence or died from nat- 
ural causes. 

For this reason, it was proposed on this page a 
few weeks ago in a letter by two professors of path- 
ology—Dr. Robert A. Moore of Washington Univer- 
sity and Dr. Henry Pinkerton of St. Louis Univer- 
sity—that a specialist in this field be named a 
special aid to the Coroner. St. Louis County re- 
cently adopted such a plan. It has worked suc- 
cessfully in four Eastern states. The proposal is 
of such obvious soundness that it attracted wide 
attention and approval in the community. 

Yet the grand jury’s remarks on improving the 
procedure of the Coroner’s office are just as weasel- 
worded as its attempt to answer the questions sur- 
rounding Melendes’ death. It did not suggest the 
retaining of a pathologist, or propose anything else. 
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It merely recommended that local medical and legal 
organizations “make a thorough study of Coroner’s 
Court practices” here and elsewhere to seek im- 
provements—‘“if it is determined such improvements 
may be of benefit.” 

Everybody knows that improvements not only 
“may be of benefit,” but are badly needed. No pro- 
longed discussion or investigation ig necessary, in 
view of the tragic demonstration already in the 
record. Despite the grand jury’s failure to propose 
or even recognize a feasible plan, city officials 
should be urged by the public to take the proper 
steps toward creating this office. We want no more 
futile wrangles over a corpus delicti such as the 
Melendes case produced. 
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JOHN L. LEWIS BEFORE THE WLB. 


The controversial issue of portal-to-portal pay for 
cod] miners came before the War Labor Board yes- 
terday, and the hearing on this issue brought John 
L. Lewis into the presence of the Government body 
which he had so long defied and boycotted. Lewis 
presented the miners’ case in a mild and factual 
manner that was strikingly in contrast with the 


bellicose attitude he had taken in previous phases 


of the wage controversy. Plainly, Lewis felt sure 
of his ground in presenting the case for portal-to- 
portal pay. 

Lewis’ assurance was justified. . The public, by 
and large, has conceded that the miners have some 
just claims, and the demand for pay to cover the 
time spent in underground travel to their work, as 
is customary in other countries and other types of 
American mining, is the strongest of these. Where 
the public has risen in boiling indignation against 
Lewis and his followers was over the policy of at- 
tempting to enforce these demands by means of a 
strike at a time when it cut the production vitally 
needed for winning the war. 


If Lewis continues to use the machinery set up: 


by the Government for handling disputes over wages, 
hours and working conditions, he will get a full 
hearing and the miners will get a square deal. If 
he tries to enforce his demands by means of an- 
other strike, he will face an outburst of public anger 
even greater than before, and he will also run head- 
on into the penalties provided in the Smith-Connally 
Act for calling a wartime strike in an industry taken 
over. by the Government. | 

In the last analysis, it is undoubtedly his knowl- 
edge of what the Smith-Connally Act provides that 
brought this once-truculent labor leader into a calm 
and quiet session before the WLB. And that is just 
what Congress intended the act to do. 
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PRODUCTION STILL LAGS. 

Lieut. Gen. Brehon B. Somervell, who has been 
ringing the alarm bell about war production, has 
again reported that the Army procurement schedule 
is still lagging. 

“Only two-fifths of our program for 1943 was ac- 
complished in the first half of the year and three- 
fifths remains for completion,” he said. “Monthly 
schedules must be increased.” 

After hearing such talk, there is the temptation 
to condemn the sort of letup which is induced by 
the anticipation of victory. There may even be a 
revival of the anti-absenteeism campaign. The inten- 
tion behind all such appeals to industry and labor 


for renewed energy and concentration on the job/| 


is all to the good. 

However, it is the part of realism to take into 
consideration such factors as shifts in production 
and sharp cut-backs on specific items. Gen. Somer- 
vell himself as called attention to these with the 
explanation that war is not static and that, there- 
fore, changes in its demands must be expected. 

Well and good. There certainly is no sense in 
producing unwanted goods just for the sake of a 
steadily rising line on a graph. If, however, time 
is lost in shifting from the manufacture of an item 
which is no longer wanted to something very munch 
in demand, reasonable allowance ought to be made. 
There is bound to be a momentary slow-up in such 
a change, but we still feel that American patriotism 
and American energy can take up the slack. 
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A GRAVE INJUSTICE, 

Wasn't it Mark Twain who said he once knew a 
man who had only one leg yet could play the yiolin 
better than anyone else he ever saw? The non 
sequitur would not amuse Representative Martin 
Dies, chairman of the House Committee on un-Amer- 
ican Activities. Mr. Dies has long held that advo- 
cacy of Communism unfits a person to do any type 
of useful work. He has now, apparently, widened 
his field to include dancing. 

Recently, Mr. Dies has been in full cry after an 
employe of the OEW, formerly the BEW. He said 
John Bovingdon, employed by OEW as an e¢onomic 
analyst, is or used to be a ballet dancer, and once 
had Communist associations. He presented no evi- 
dence to indicate that Mr. Bovingdon id not compe- 
tent to do the work for which he,was employed by 
OEW. Max Ways, head of the OEW branch where 
the gentleman in question was employed, said Mr. 
Bovingdon has a competent economic background, 
once did ballet dancing and is not known to be a 
Communist. 

Today Mr. Bovingdon was discharged by the di- 
rector of OEW, Leo T. Crowley. He refused to re- 
fign, and is to be admired for his spunk. Mr. 
Crowley brought no charge against him, but dis- 
missed him capriciously. Such a failure to back up 
a subordinate is not only no credit to Mr. Crowley, 
it is also destructive of morale among Government 
employes. 

Mr. Bovingdon may or may not be competent as 
an economic analyst. The preponderance of evidence 
thus far, however, ig that he is competent. He is a 
graduate of Harvard and has a Ph. D. in economics 
from Columbia. He speaks four foreign languages. 
During an illness, he took up rhythmic dancing to 
improve his health, and apparently he has never en- 
gaged in it as a profession, 

Whether or not he is competent, his isin has 
nothing to do with it. Mr. Dies might as sensibly 
contend that a stamp collector is unfitted to be Presi- 
dent of the United States. Mr. Roosevelt is a stamp 
collector, and Vice-President Wallace is a boom- 
erang thrower, yet it is unlikely that history will 
consider either of those roles primary ones. 

It may be that even Mr. Dies hag once done some 
fancy diving, or pitched horseshoes, or called hogs. 
Maybe, in an unguarded moment, he once cut a buck- 
and-wing. If so, he had better be wary of precedent. 
A cap and gown on a ballet dancer might look no 
odder than a toga on a hog-caller. 

On.the face of the evidence so far, a grave in- 
justice has been done to Mr, Bovingdon. It is about 
time someone in the Government stood up to Martin

Of equal importance to the profit motive 
today is the public interest. Many forward- 
looking business men are firmly resolved 


that no employe should be released during

An Obligation of Business. - 


* Despite existing tax laws, some astute 
business men are now setting up reserves 
to provide a cushion which will enable those 
who have served the business during war- 
time to be retained during the reconversion 
period. Business must keep in mind its Ra- 
bility, moral and legal, to re-engage those 
who answered the call to arms. When they 
return seeking their place in society, they 
must be welcomed. Their places must be 
ready for them. 

The overwhelming majority of our peo- 
ple believe firmly that it is the fixed obli- 
gation of government to provide work for 


every man who cannot obtain a job in pri- /* 


vate industry. If it becomes apparent that 
private industry is unable immediately to 
absorb the full supply of man power avail- 
able, the Government should be prepared 
to inaugurate a substantial public works 
program embracing usefuJ and practical 


projects, planned long in advance and 
charted in the minutest detail. ° 


Government should also formulate plans 
for a gradual demobilization of our armed 
forces integrated to some degree with the 
speed with which employment opportunities 
become available. To a degree, the same 
principle should be recognized by the Gov- 
ernment when considering the closing of 
certain kinds of Government-owned plants. 


What of the War Plants? 


Among the many difficult problems inci- 
dent to the creation of full employment and 
the maintenance of a healthy civilian econ- 
omy is that which lies in the utilization to 
be made of the huge accumulation of plants 
and strategic materials now owned by our 
Government. Their value is estimated at 50 
billion dollars. There must be no dispo- 
sition to strike off these plants and mate 
rials hastily to the highest bidder, 


An intelligently conceived program 
should immediately be developed for their 
long-range sale or lease to private enter- 
prise when and as the new ownership is in 
a position to utilize the plants and mate- 
rials for the manufacture of needed goods 
and merchandise on a free competitive ba- 
sis. Monopolies of certain commodities or 
processes .must not be fostered. Such 
monopolies must be avoided. 

Well-managed companies which are not in 
a financial position to buy plants, tools and 
materials which are closely allied to and 
which can be closely integrated with their 
normal peacetime work on a sound eco- 
nomic basis should be afforded an equal 
opportunity through Government aid to 
acquire such properties, 


For a Better Postwar Day. 


Many of us remember that the ’30s were 
a period of recrimination, of restriction, of 
limitation and of suspicion. The postwar 
period must be one of confidence, trust, 
encouragement and helpfulness. 


Government must create an atmosphere 
conducive to the expansion of business, to 
the investment of risk capital, It must re- 
move the uncertainties Which have throt- 
tled the desire for new ventures. Business 
and labor must enter into a relationship 
which emphasizes their mutual interests, 

The average American citizeh will be 
anxious to shed the shackles of governmen- 
tal control which the war has made nec- 
essary. All groups must, however, exercise 
the wisdom and foresight to relax such 
controls gradually or chaos will result. 

In order to avoid extreme inflation in the 
immediate period following the close of 
hostilities, rationing and price-fixing of 
consumer goods in genera) should be tem- 
porarily continued. Certainly the financial 
controls which the Government may exer- 
cise in the Government bond market should 
not be relaxed. That market must continue 
to be strong. Controls in other phases of 
our economy may be required during the 
transition period. If they are necessary and 
sound, let us make them effective.

Writer on Backward Ecuador 
Predicts an Era of Progress 


“Ecuador, Portrait of a People,” by Albert B. Frank~- 
lin. (Doubleday, Doran & Co., Inc., Garden City, 
N. Y.). 

F ONE reads much about the South 

American republics, or listens to lectures, 
sooner or later his impression of Ecuador 
will be that it is one of the most backward 
nations of the hemisphere. The forces of 
reaction are here partic ly vicious, the 
means of communication ‘particularly haz- 
ardous, the climate more deadly and the 
population more illiterate than in many 
other political divisions of Latin America. 

Albert B. Franklin’s book follows this 
line of thought, although Franklin, who has 
spent much time there, thinks Ecuador 
“stands at last on the threshold of modern 
life, of action, of change and of progress.” 
He concludes, some 312 pages later, that she 
will “lose some of her quaintness, some of 
her picturesqueness, and along with them, 
some of the mental and physical habits be- 
queathed to her by feudal Spain.” : 

“Let no one regret,” he adds, “the dis- 
appearance of quaint costumes, of cheap 
hand labor, of the acknowledgement of 
social inferiority implicit in the speech of 
the poor and illiterate.” 

— — 


The greatest problem of Ecuador, he 
points out, is subsistence agriculture, in 
which tenant farmers do not earn enough 
for decent living and yet cling to the land 
with the indolent blindness of the Jeeter 
Lesters of Georgia. He thinks education 
is undoubtedly the solution, but that the 
overlords must be educated and liberalized 
first,” the tenants later. 

Franklin’s method of describing Ecuador 
is through travels that follow its popula- 
tion patterns. With him, the reader meets 
overlords and serfs, bus passengers and 
people in hotels, inhospitable hacendados 
and hospitable Indians, foreigners flying 
planes, building roads or operating mines, 
natives at religious festivals and in the 
markets, 

“A problem as serious to the futgre of 
Ecuador as her agrarian problem” is the 
deplorably bad taste of the decent people 
of the country, “yearning to be other than 
they are” and going through all the horrors 
of our own gingerbread period of the last 
century. 

. . * 

In the war, Ecuador is giving all-out co- 
operation to the United States and the 
democracies. Copper from her mines is 
hurried northward by plane to our defense 
plants. Her Galapagos Islands are avail- 
able for our use in Pacific operations and 
defense of the Panama Canal. 

In turn, American credits are flowing 
southward, and American engineers, ma- 
chines and sanitation programs are mow 
ing there as well. We have the author’s 
word that the Pan-American Highway, so 
far as Ecuador is concerned, is “a coming 
fact.” COLVIN McPHERSON,

The Allies’ Problem. 

HERE are strong reasons for 

thinking that what~“has hap- 
pened in Italy is a truer basis for 
estimating what is to come than is 
the mile-by-mile military doctrine 
of the ground forces which under- 
lies Amgot, our French policy and 
the official feelings of the White 
House and State Department to- 
ward the governments-in-exile. 
Washington’s political policy to- 
ward Europe has been based on 
the notion that Europe would be 
liberated slowly and bit by bit by 
elaborate land campaigns. There- 
fore official Washington has been 
assuming ‘that we must and that 
we can g° vern this gradually liber- 
ated territory under strictly mili- 
tary rule and that we need not 
be bothered by the difficulties of 
consulting and dealing seriously 
with the representatives of the oc- 
cupied nations until the fighting 
ends. 

But what if these military as- 
sumptions are wrong? If it is true 
that Germany has no strategic re- 
serves left, if it is true that air 
power can strike more and more 
effectively at the heart, leaving 
the limbs to wither; if it is true 
that not only the Allied nations 
but the satellite nations are on the 
verge of open rebellion, then the 
Hitlerite order in Europe may col- 
lapse before the British, the Amer- 
ican and the Russian ground forces 
can actually advance deeply into 
occtipied Europe, 

If Italy is a model of the shape 
of things to come, then long be- 
fore our armies are established all 
over France, the Balkans, Norway 
and Central Europe, the German 
power will have collapsed in these 
lands, If that is what is going to 
happen, then our present political 
policy will produce anarchy. For 
we shall have neglected the de- 
velopment of provisional govern- 
ments to which we give provisional 
but strong support. 

For these reasons it is impera- 
tive to ask whether our official 
policy is based on.a correct .mili- 
tary estimate of the war, and to 
plead that the assumptiong of our 
official policy be thoroughly and 
sincerely re-examined. If they are 
wrong, we are courting grave mili- 
tary risks. In order to carry the 
war to its final phase against Ger- 
many, dare we, with the Italian 
experience before us, pull down 
rather than build up the authority 
of those who, in the immediate fu- 
ture, may be indispensable in set- 
ting up provisional goverhments in 
the suddenly liberated nations? 

Are we not courting, also, tre- 
mendous risks to the social order 
of Europe? For if the occupied 
nations are liberated suddenly, if 
Amgot is unworkable, if there are 
not ready provisional governments 
which we have fostered and be- 
friended, then are we not creating 
a political vacuum? Are we not 
inviting that very anarchy and 
civil war which we all hope to

I CERTAINLY THINK cruelty to animals should be tabooo. 
But medical vivisection is not wanton cruelty to animals. Let’s 
frankly analyze this problem of vivisection today. Doctors 
have learned how to produce actual miracles nowadays through 
surgery and the use of new drugs. But how have they learned 
to relieve human suffering and give millions of youngsters, 
as well as adults, new health and 10 or 20 years longer life 
span? By conducting scientific experiments on animals. But 
these animals are treated in the same way that you readers 
are treated when you go to a hospital for surgery. They are 
anesthetized in advance of surgery, so they do not feel the pain.

AFTER THE OPERATION, they are cared for and prop- 
erly fed, for the surgeons want the animals to live. Besides, 
animals are not introvertive hypochondriacs. They don’t think 
about their epidermis or “innards.” The next day after a sur- 
gical operation involving a six-inch incision in the abdomen, 
they will bark gleefully when their keeper appears and jump up 
to lick his hand. “Out of sight, out of mind” is their psychology 
ef life.

WHERE WOULD DIABETICS be today if it weren’t for 
insulin? But insulin was discovered through experimentation 
with animals. Many of our serums and antitoxins are devel- 
oped by injecting horses and cows with germs so they will de 
velop an antitoxin to the latter. We also test your sputum for 
tuberculosis by injecting some into a guinea pig and then killing 
the animal some weeks later to examine its lymph glands for 
tubercle bacilli. We standardize our drugs on mice or rats or 
other animals so that we know their potency, and thus don’t 
endanger the lives of human beings.

NEW YORK CITY, Tuesday. 
GOT off the train yesterday at 
125th street to be met by Capt. 
Amsden and Comdr. Mildred 
McAfee who were taking me over 
to the Naval Training Station in 
the Bronx. As we came down the 
steps, a rather excitable lady asked 
me if I knew that there had been 
a race riot in Harlem. My heart 
sank, for I would hate to have our 
city of New York succumb to this 
hysteria, which can do so much 
harm to break up the unity of our 
people. Race riots which begin 
with one group may spread to 
other groups. They do not always 
remain purely race riots. They 
may become expressions of people’s 
intolerance against different reli- 
gions, and so it is all-important 
that those of us who can be calm, 
objective and sane, try to act in 


that way wherever we are at the’ 


present time. We must not be 
frightened. We must not be stam- 
peded and we must not be gullible 
and believe everything that people 
tell us without proof. 

From all I could learn, the inci- 
dent which occured on Sunday 
was not very serious, though any- 
thing which causes loss of life and 
injures a number of people is seri- 
ous as a sign of ill will among us 
and should not be minimized, but 
neither should it be exaggerated. 
We, the people in New York City, 
haye lived: in harmony, in spite of 
the fact that we have represented 
a great many races and religions 
for a great many years, We must 
not now, at a time when the coun- 


try needs an example of unity, al- 
low owrselves to be divided.

OTHERS give themselves 
many a trying hour by rock- 
ing the baby in his carriage. 
He needs no rocking. He will lie 
quietly in his carriage and sleep 
peacefully, restfully, if he is al- 
lowed to do so. But some mothers, 
for some reason beyond my under- 
standing, think they are not doing 
right by their infants if they do 
not stand by the carriage and 
rock, and jostle, and sway it until 
the poor baby must be seasick. 
Rocking the carriage violently 
makes the baby dizzy, and that 
makes him drowsy, and dull, Left 
to himself and to nature he will 
fall asleep gently and without suf- 
fering dizziness. Often the baby, 
who is being tossed about as 
though upon an angry sea, pro- 


tests, wails and moans, all to no. 


result. The more he protests the 
harder he is rocked, until in sheer 
exhaustion he falls asleep. Then 
his tired mother drops into a chair, 
or onto the park bench and says, 
“He wouldn't go to sleep for me.”

That's just it. He would have 
gone to sleep for himself, if he had 
been left to attend to it, but he 
couldn't very well sleep when his 
bed was being tossed violently 
from side to side. No grown per- 
son would stand such abuse for a 
minute but the helpless baby has 
to take it because his mother is 
trying hard to do her duty by him. 

Mothers take their babies out 
into the open air and give them 
their bottles, and while the babies 
are taking their milk their moth- 


ers begin rocking and swaying and. 


bumping ‘the carriages. ya 
baby’s milk is shaken out of his 
easily emptied stomach during the 
rocking and his mother says, 
“There, I'll have to go to the 
doctor, That's the third time now 
he has spewed up his milk. That 
formula must be wrong.” It isn’t 
the formula, It’s the rocking. 
Could you eat your meal and keep 
it down if somebody was bumping 
you up and down with every 
mouthful?

Babies need no rocking. They 
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do not want it. What they need 
and what they want is quiet and 
peace. But rocking the baby is 
an old, old idea and hard to do 
away with, It is a_ tradition, 
handed down from mothers to 
mothers, It is based on a sound 
maternal instinct. A mother takes 
her baby in her arms to soothe 
and comfort him, to let him feel 
the warmth and protection and 
love that her body and soul hold 
for him, and that is as it ought 
to be. A baby needs to be cradled 
in his mother’s arms, talked to, 
protected, loved. But— 

After the baby has been loved 
into peace, lay him down softly 
and let him Me peacefully on his 
bed. Don’t shake him, don’t rock 


him, don’t touch him. Let nature 
close his eyes and waft him into 
the dreamless sleep of infancy, 
No mother can do more for her 
baby than that when it is sleep 
time,

It ig easy to train the baby to 
being rocked, He likes it when 
it is gentle and he is sleepy, but 
don’t begin and you won't have to 
stop. Instead of having to stand 
hours by his carriage his mother 
can be free to rest or work while 
he sleeps. And instead of being 
violently shaken until his food 
comes back, and his head grows 
dizzy, he will sleep restfully, and 
waken refreshed and renewed.

Rationing Aids 
Public Health, 
Says Doctor 
B

N spite of what would appear 

to be every possible obstacle to 

health improvement, the health 
statistics from England during 
the last year have been remark- 
able. The statisticians of the Met- 
ropolitan Life Insurance Company 
are inclined to think thig is to be 
ascribed, in part at least, to food 
rationing. Last year England's 
death rate was 11.6 per 1000 per- 
sons. Only once before, in 1930, has 
ne death rate fallen as 

Ww. 

That rationing had something 
to do with it is indicated in the 
figures on diabetes, there being a 

«10 per cent decline in the death 
rate from that disease in England. 
We know that diabetics are in- 
clined to eat too much. That is 
now impossible, for in England I 
am told categorically it is impos- 
sible to eat too much. 

It is probable that the diabetic’s 
enforced abstinence does not have - 
a favorable effect so much direct- 
ly on the diabetes, bat on the 
chronic heart weakness, the blood 
pressure and 
which afflicts the diabetic and has 
an unfavorable effect on the course 
of the disease. I am, of course, 
new referring to the middle age 
diabetic which constitutes the 
largest class. With a moderate use 
of insulin he manages to get along 
all right so far as the diabetes is 
concerned: his dietary difficulties 
are not —— g. - 


* 

IN FAOT, BEFORE rationing he 
was managing to get along a little 
too well, The average diabetic was 
not following the rule to keep un- 
derweight. We know that his diffi- 
culty lieg in restraining himself so 
that his blood pressure and arter- 
ies, which are the real source of 
his trouble, are kept in good con- 
trol. It is not so much a question 
of what kind of food as of how 
much per day the diabetic eats 
which makes for the benefit. 

So in England it is found eco- 
nomical to give the diabetic extra 
portions of meat, bacon and eggs 
and allow him in exchange to sur- 
render his allowance of sugar, 
bread, etc., for the benefit of grow 
ing children or the non-diabetic. 

The same thing could be done 
for the dyspeptic, as I pointed out 
in one of the columns a week or 
two ago. Also the ketogenic dist 
for epilepsy. I had not mentioned 
this for over a year or more until 
the other day, and when somebody 
asked for it I reprinted it,

IN THE MEANTIME rationing 
had come in and it looked pretty 
old-fashioned because of the high 
amounts of butter and cream. But 
all that is needed ig simply for the 
ration board to grant the person 
on a ketogenic diet a few extra 
cards and he is all fixed up. 

The health record of English in- 
fants and children has been very 
good during the war years, Chib- 
dren and expectant mothers have 
the first call on the limited“ sup- 
plies of milk, eggs, and meat in 
the quantities they need. There 
has been some squawking about 
food rationing in this country, but 
as I Jook around I see very little 
of it that is legitimate. 

Everyone whom I see is getting 
enough to eat and while there may 
be a black market that is danger- 
ous here and there, they must, so 
far as my limited observations are 
concerned, be kept pretty well un- 
der control.
